It is understood that Watkins' 
and his law enforcers learned that 
some booze runners were to cross 
the international boundary on a 
road seven miles east of Portal 
Saturday night, and the officers 
hid along this road on this side of 
the line after putting a big sign in 
the road reading “Stop. Sjtale Of¬ 
ficers.” Cars that refused to stop 
at this sign were to be shot at, and 
a like treatment was to be given to 
such cars that came close enough 
to read the sign and then turned 
around aud went back. It. is re¬ 
ported-- that after waiting for sev¬ 
eral hours aud not hearing or see¬ 
ing hide nor hair of a ear of any 
kind, the officers were suddenly 
aroused by the command "hands 
up.” The niglit was pitch dark, 
and not knowing who they had to 
contend with, the officers complied 
at once. 

It is reported that the officers 
were disarmed bv the bandits who 
got Into the Cadillac ear and drove 
off, leaving Watkins and his men 
to get back to Portal in the mud 
tho best way they could. It is said 
that the runners approached the 
officers so quietly that tlielr pres¬ 
ence was not known until they 
were within a few feet of the law 
enforcers, who were too surprised 
to derend themselves in any way. 

This story came from Minot 
where it ts said the booze runners 
told just how the affair took place, 
and exhibited the big Cadillac car 
and Watkins' guns to their friends 
to prove that they had actually 
‘‘high jacked” the chief of tho law 
enforcers.

From the material point of 
view tenrs are nothing but an excre¬ 
tion of (^alt water from glands of the 
eyes, They consist normally of flip 
purest of water with a small admixture 
of common salt, or chloride of sodium, 
such as exists In the blood.

Thus one 
safferlng from poisoning with salts 
of antimony may shed tears contain¬ 
ing thut chemical, so that tears them¬ 
selves are poisonous; and diabetic pa¬ 
tients shed tears containing sugar. 

From another point of view tenrs 
are manifestations of emotion and al¬ 
ways spring from the heart. That Is 
to say one does not weep because of 
the mental processes of the hraln hut 
because of the feellhgs of the ‘heart. 
Even If the tears be hypocritical and 
summoned up for an Insincere purpose 
they are produced by the brain's work¬ 
ing back to the heart and making an 
appeal to Its emotion. An eminent ac¬ 
tor when asked liow he was nble to 
shed real tears at will replied that he 
did so by calling to remembrance his 
father who’ was dead aud whom he 
greatly loved.

where an eagle frequently rests dur¬ 
ing the day. He climbs to this place 
and ties a live fox there, trailing the 
rope Into some heaped-up stones to 
form a cavern In which he hides, firm¬ 
ly grasping the rope. 

When the attention of the soaring 
eagle Is attracted by the fox, the eagle 
drops down Rnd kills It. So Intent 
Is the greedy bird on tearing his prey 
that he doesn't notice the dead fox 
Is slowly being drawn along the 
ropks. When It is within easy reach 
the hunter casts a net over the eagle 
and secures him. , 

Kept absolutely In darkness, and 
with drums beating night and day 
so It cannot sleep, the spirit of the 
eagle Is broken. When he shows signs 
of submission the trainer feeds him a 
little at a time and gradually wins 
bis respect, If not his affection. With 
the passage of months the eagle at¬ 
taches Itself to the man who feeds 
and trains him.—Detroit News.

Fisherman After Long Struggle Lands 
Largest Swordfish Ever Seen 
at Seabrlght, N. J. 


Seabrlght, N. J.—A 400-pound 
swordfish, one of the largest ever 
brought to the shore at Seabrlght N. 
J., was captured near the Middle 
Banka, about 20 miles from Seabrlght 
after a fight of nearly three hours by 
Captain Leslie of the Rumson Road 
colony.
